One of the students of the Fair­ 
view or Pughtown, W. Va., school 
which Jam es Morrow, the father of 
the late Senator Dwight L. Mor­ 
row of New Jersey and th© pater­ 
nal grandfather of Anne Morrow 
Lindbergh, the wife of Charles A 
Lindbergh, 
the. 
famed 
Atlantic 
flier, taught, is Captain George H. 
Conn, a native of Hancock county 
aud long a river steam boat offi­ 
cial. 
He Is at the m oment resid­ 
ing In Last Liverpool. 
Ho i* one of th© su n iv o rs of 
the hundred or m ore pupils which 
in tho days o f Jam es M o r r o w , a t­ 
tended the Pughtown school which 
in those days consisted 
of 
two 
rooms, 
he recently recalled. 
H© 
a l s o knew in his boyhood th© par­ 
ents o f Jam es Morrow, Alexander 
arid Sarah 
W ilson 
Morrow. 
He 
said that Alexander Morrow long 
ll© I on a farm betw een Fairview 
and the Ohio river and Last Liver­ 
pool. 
He noted th at it was th* 
farm that was located next to the 
one on which was afterw ard dis­ 
covered the m ineral springs in lh* 
Fairview locality. 
In tim e he said that Mr. and 
Mrs. Alexander Morrow removed 
to Fairview to operate a hotel In 
the then county stat. 
Their farm, 
he recalled was turned over to an­ 
other son, Wilson Morrow-, who, h© 
said, had been a soldier in til* 
Federal army in the Civil war. H© 
said also that Wilson Morrow was 
older than Jam es Morrow, his for­ 
mer teacher. 
The latter 
ai-o 
in those days 
lived in Fairview since he had be­ 
come 
a school 
teacher. 
It was 
there 
that he lived during 
the 
early interim of hi* marritxi life. 
Subsequently he spent som e tim e 
in New Cumberland and H unting­ 
ton before going to Allegheny or 
Pittsburgh where he was connect­ 
ed with a high achoo’ 
He noted also th at the farm on 
which the mineral spring was lo­ 
cated near Fairview had at one 
tim e been owned by Mack F l a ­ 
nagan. 
It was in 1872, he recalled, 
that he attended the school which 
Jam es Morrow taught in th e histor­ 
ic Hancock county seat. 
It wa* 
situated, he said, two blocks north 
of the court house then utilized in 
the town.

Two Hotels Busy 
The school building, he said, wa* 
a one-story 
structure 
with two 
rooms, on© back of 
the 
other. 
There was a belfry over th© one in 
which Jam es Morrow functioned. 
In it was a bell th at was long util­ 
ized 
in 
calling 
th© pupils from 
their play to the interior of th* 
room when the study and ren t* - 
tionh periods had arrived 
It wa* 
Jam es Morrow in those days who 
rang this bell at the hours desig­ 
nated for its ringing, he indicated. 
His memory of Jam es Morrow is 
that he was a man who was then 
about 40 years of age. He recall* 
th at ne was of stocky build, being 
about six inches over five feet in 
height. 
He declared that he had 
black hair. Among som e of the pu­ 
pils that h© rem em bered at the m o­ 
ment as having been In attendance 
at this soh JOI in those days w ere 
children from the Spivey and Wil­ 
son families. 
H e said that the hotel operated 
by the parents of 
Jam es Morrow 
situated on the site of the Presby­ 
terian church in the village, wa* 
known as the Morrow hotel. At th* 
tim© there was another hotel in th* 
town, th© M anchester house, which 
was operated by Jam es Burns. 
It 
was situated at the intersection of 
the Florence road. It was the older 
of the 
hotels. 
He rem em bers that in proxim ity 
to the Morrow hotel there was lo­ 
cated a large fenced-in yard. Thi* 
was p necessity in those days sine* 
in it could be m aintained a larg© 
num ber of cattle, horses, sheep, 
hogs and even turkeys on occar 
Bion. 
In those days there were 
not m any shipm ents of anim als 
for m arket on trains. In fact there 
was no railway in the Immediate 
vicinity of the 
Hancock 
county 
seat. So there regularly cam© at 
interval* 
io these hostelries in 
th© village a group of men driving 
anim als to the 
m arket in P itts­ 
burgh. 
Always 
tile 
assem bled guest* 
gathered in the living rooms of 
these hotels following th© evening 
repasts that ever consisted of well- 
cooked food. 
It was prepared in 
the appealing home way by which 
th© various dishes on the tables 
were often passed around to th* 
hungry diners so that they have 
plenty. The interval before heil in 
tho hotel’s living room was ever 
pleasant.

Crowds on Court Days 
C aptain Conn. with other youth* 
of the locality, often sat with thee* 
visitors and listened with awe arx* 
w onder to th© tales that they Invar 
riably related of th eir varied ex­ 
periences. He rem em bers th at Al­ 
exander Morrow was a man w ith 
gray hair and 
that he 
wore, h* 
said, a sandy m ustache. 
He wa* 
perhaps an inch taller than wa* 
his son, Jam es Morrow, whom h* 
regarded then as now, as a good 
teacher. 
Fairview in those days was ac­ 
cordingly Mvelier than he subse­ 
quently found New Cum berland to 
be. he related. 
In those 
form er 
days crQwJs ever cam e to Pugh- 
town on coart days. These addition­ 
ally m ade demands upon the tw o 
hotels in the town. He noted th at 
in the rear of th e old court hous* 
was the county jail. 
It was a one-story stru ctu re like 
th© school house, he said. It was 
built of stone. Its windows w ere 
covered with iron 
bars 
through 
which he and o th er youngsters of 
th© day. could, he said, talk to th© 
prisoners. 
His father, the late 
Louis A. Conn. was once a deputy 
sheriff, he noted 
He said it was 
the custom of the lads to p rw u re 
boxes on which they stood whil*

Incarcerated men. 
Often they woud pass apples to 
them through th© bars. None w ere 
in for s©rlous crimes.
